E, 8. Farr, Nomince at Peace 
River, Is Not a Government |

Prompt land emphabir denial is | 
given by Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney 
general, that an employe of the gov- | 
ernment is contesting the Peace River | 
constituency for the nomination as 
candidate in the forthcoming provin- | 
olal election. A report to this effect | 
wees eent from Spirit River to an Ed 
monton nowspaper thie week, stating | 
that E. 8. Farr, at one time schoo! in- | 
spector in the Peace River country, 
and more recently inspector of legal 
offices in the attorney general's de 
partment, was in the field for the pro- 
vincial nomination 

Hon. Mr. Boyle declares that neith- 
er he nor any of the ministers of the 
government knew that Mr. Farr con- 
templated entering the political field 
until the resignation pf Mn Farr 
was received in a letter from Peace 
River June § Under the ctroum- 
stances the attorney general saya 
he immediately accepted the resigna- 
tion. The full statement of Mr. 
Boyle on the subject is as follows: 

“I netice that the newspapers re- 
port Mr. Farr, one of the candidates 
at a convention in Peace River rid- 
ing, as being inspector of legal of- 
fices in thia department. Such ia not 
the case; Mr. Farr resigned his po- 
ion on the 9th of this month. He 
was in Peace River at the time and 
seit in hie resignation by letter. I 
had not the slighteet idea up to that 
time that Mr. Farr intended to be a 
candidate in that constituency and 
there was nothing for me to do but 
to accept his resignation at once
